CABI.NET DISCUSSED THE BATTEL 



No Conclusion Reached as to the Phil- 
ippine Tariff Situation ai Affected, 
by the Recent Decisions. 



Action of the Cuban Conatltnllonal 
Convention Waa Hot • "SuIhIsu- 
llal" Compliance With the 
Piatt Amendment. 

Washington, June I. — Tbe cabinet 
was unable to reach any conclusion* 
us to the Philippine tariff situation 
us affected by the recent insular de- 
cisions of the supreme court. Attor- 
ney General Knox will make a enru- 
ful examination of the language of 
the decisions at once and ascertain, 
their exact bearing on the tariff be- 
tween this country and the Philip- 
pines. He will then state to the pres- 
ident and his advisers the powers, 
now vested in the governineut in deal- 
ing with this subject. There wns 
little discussion of this matter owing 
to the general lack of clear under- 
standing as to the real effect of the 
decision. Mr. Knox may report his 
conclusions on the subject rut the 
next cabinet meeting, and probably 
also will discuss the results of his 
examination of the opinions of the; 
court with the president individually. 
Meanwhile discussion of the need of 
an extra session is deferred, as con- 
sideration of the question of an ex- 
tra session was regarded as premnttm- 
at this time. Members of the cabinet 
individually refrained from even ex- 
pressing their general opinions ns to> 
the possibility of congress being con- 
vened in extraordinary session. 
The Cohan Question. 
The cabinet held that the amend- 
ments and interpretations and the 
wealth of whereases placed by the 
Cuban convention upon the Cuban 
amendment amounted to a practical 
modification of the Piatt amendment 
such as was beyond the power of this 
irovernment to accept. The mesaage- 
of rejection sent to Gen Wood ad- 
vises the Cubans in unqualified lan- 
guage that there is no power resting 
in the United States government to 
change the terms of the Piatt amend- 
ment, and that this government in- 
sists on the acceptance of the Piatt 
amendment, without amendment of 
qualification. The Cuban convention^ 
is still in session and the message 
of rejection will be delivered to it 
immediately. The administration l»
